Heroisme Runs a Fast Mile and 
Defeats Good Racers — Thurs- 
day Nighter Wins Again. 



NEW ORLEANS, La., December 29. — Perfect rac- 
ing conditions were again the order at Jefferson 
Park this afternoon, and as the racing offering was 
an exceptionally good one for a Monday an attend- 
ance of almost holiday proitortious witnessed the 
s|iort. Small fields of evenly classed ones made ttp 
the starters in five of the dashes, the exception 
lie Inn the opening race, in which a hand of fifteen 
maiden three-year-olds and over started, and it 
uncovered a good thing in E. Moore’s Charlie Sum- 
iny. first time starter in these parts. 

One of the outstanding surprises of the meeting 
came with the running of the third race, in which 
some useful two-year-olds took part, with Sweet 
Liberty and Sugarmint considered as having the 
purse to themselves. They dominated the running 
until well along in the stretch, where Bone Dry, 
an extreme outsider, ‘came like a streak under a 
powerful ride by Butwell and won by a scant 
neck from Sweet Liberty. Bone Dry carried the 
colors of Mrs. F. S. Peabody and it marked the 
initial victory for the colors and the horse. 

Two one-mile purse races wort* the features, and 
some good ones took part in each of them, and 
liotli were productive of overthrows for the favor- 
ite#. Mntlier, becau*« of his.. splendid race . in^th c 
Christmas Handicap, when he landed in second 
place to Slippery Elm, was installed choice over 
those he met ir. the fourth race, hut lie failed to 
get a part of the purse, mainly due to the fact 
thut Rodriguez could not prevent him from racing 
wide on the turns. The winner in this turned up 
in Heroisme. locally owned, which scored by a 
length from Trusty and Nominee. The winner ran 
his mile in 1:39'/-.. which is only one-fifth of a 
second slower than the track record established by 
Breeze. 

The frequently disappointing Panaman was given 
preference in the other mile race, and he flat- 
tered extensively until in the last sixteenth, where 
Jack Mount and Duchess Ijaee both headed him and 
fought out the finish, Jack Mount winning by a 
dose margin. Panaman just managing to outstay 
Chief, on which Robinson rode faultily, for third 
plnre. Tn cola in this was given sharp considera- 
tion. but after racing in the lead for a half mile 
under hard restraint lie tired and quit badly. Hr re - 
isnte and Jack Mount will, if they start in the 
New Year’s Handicap, for which they are both 
entered, pick up a penalty of three pounds for 
tiieir victories this afternoon. Heroisme was origi- 
nally weighted at 97 and Jack Mount at 103. 

THURSDAY NIGHTEH’S VICTORY FLUKEY. 

The consistent Thursday Nigliter again figured 
in u winning performance, but tills time Ills success 
was of a flukey order, for he just managed to beat 
Capital City. The latter at oue stage of the race 
was seemingly lio|ielessly cut of any chance, and 
the Inexperienced Ponce took him an extreme^' 
wide course in the last half mile, but the horse 
closed au immense gap and was going fastest at 
the end. Hud lie been kept close up with the 
leaders in the early running he would have been 
an easy winner. 

The concluding race was another spirited contest, 
witli Bajazet just managing to win from Ornery and 
Little Cottage. 

Phrone Ward, a supposed western champion 
sprinter, finally managed to win a parse when he 
led home an ordinary hand that tried conclusions 
with him in the second race. 

Jockey Wida showed good riding skill during the 
afternoon ami the sms-ess of the last two winners 
was mainly due to his goisl work.

List of Brood Mores Owner Cebrian Iz to Send to a Thirty Days of the Sport Over the Inside Track at 
New Home in Kentucky. the Ascot Park Course.

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., December 29. — George 
H. Strate, siqieriiitendeiit of John H. Rosseter’s 
Wikiup Rancho. Sonoma County, gives a glowing 
re|K>rt of t lie coming two-year-olds at the big stud 
establishment. Recent rains have helped materially 
in packing down the soil of the home training 
course built last fall and the youngsters are out 
galioiMing early every morning. The Friar Rooks 
especially move as though they are comers. 

The bay son of Friar Rock — Catherine Car- 
son. and the brown colt by Friar Rock — Dorothy 
Gray, which may carry the burnt orange and white 
stripes in the Epsom Derby of 1921, have not yet 
been asked to go fast, but tiieir canters show enough 
to satisfy experts that they will go fast whenever 
asked. The Friar Rock — Watermelon and the 
Friar Roek — La Patrie fillies, which have been 
nominated for the Epsom Oaks of 1921, also act like 
real runners. 

Strate said the twelve head owned by Mr. ltos- 
seter and the two mares owned by W. R. Coe 
that lie brought from the east arrived in good 
condition. The two Coo mares are to be bred to 
Friar Rock. Tiie chestnut tliree-yegr-old Terentia, 
by Cicero — Queenlet, is well known to race goers, 
having been oue of the best two-.vear-olds of lier 
year. The bay tliree-.vear-old Polygon, by I’oly- 
melus — St. Claire II.. was not raced much, but 
won. Pedigree students say the son of Rock Sand 
— Fairy Gold is Just the stallion for the fillies. 
Terentia and Polygon were among the young horses 
purchased by Mr. Coe a couple of years ago when he 
bought the entire output of the English Sledmerc 
Stud. 

Among the horses brought out by superintendent 
Strate were the brood mares Sis Martin and Julia 
Bean, recently purchased by Mr. Rosseter. Passing 
Shower and Wedding Cake were also in the ship- 
ment. 

Albert Johnson and Harry Hamilton, the jockeys 
attached to the Rosseter stable, are visiting at home 
for the holidays. They will arrive at the ranch 
early in the year to gallop the coming two-year- 
olds. Johnson's home is iu Spokane, Wash., while 
Hamilton lives ill Texas. 

Edward Cebrian. owner of the Mira Monte Stock 
Farm. Santa Clara County, lias engaged two cars 
in which to ship the stallion Von Tromp and his 
twenty-two brood mares to Kentucky. 

There were nearly forty brood mares on the farm 
at one time, but the young owner lias been selling 
fast in the last year. Von Tromp and Troutbeck 
and the mares will be quartered at the Glen Helen 
Stud in Kentucky, the owner retaining full control 
of all. 

Among tiie brood mares are some that Mr. Cebrian 
lias often refused to sell. Three of the number 
are three-year-olds and will be bred for tin- first 
time the coming spring. Apparition is a chestnut 
filly. Iiy Sweeper — Banshee, by Irish laid: Ballot 
Rose, a chestnut by Ballot — Blush Rose, by Star 
Ruby, and Istar, a bav by Von Tromp — Ishtar, by 
Sam Lucas.

Ashtoreth’s first 
foal will come next year from Friar Rock. Ishtar.

is a half-sister to Hamburg Belle. Isiae. dam of 
Ishtar and Hamburg Belle, is a daughter of Isis, 
ami Isis was by Bend Or — Shntover. one of the few 
fillies that ever won tin- E|tsom Derby. Jourd.-tin, 
another of the Cebrian mares, is the dam of Boil 
Jour, winner of the Clipsetta Stakes; Rosegal is 
tin- dam of American Acs-; Isolation, the dam of 
Recluse. Lonely and otiier good ones, and Ruth W. 
is the dam of Cuyaniu. 

About ti n of the mares will be bred to Trout - 
berk his first season in America. Both Troutbeck 
and Von Tromp will be allowed to serve twenty- 
five mares.

Racing seems to be reviving on the const. • Tliere 
is no doubt about its resumption at Tijuana Jan- 
uary 24, bur of more immediate interest is the 
meeting of thirty days set to begiu at Ascot 
January 4. Several short meetings there recently 
attracted heavy patronage, and Los Angeles seems 
keen for the s]K>rt. A board of stewards composed 
of T. II. Dudley, president of the Rank of Santa 
Monica, mayor of Santa Monica and member of 
the state board of agriculture; J. Myriek. Jr., for 
several years treasurer and general manager of 
Ascot Park; George Middleton, formerly of Kohl 
& Middleton, Chicago, and well-known sportsman, 
and five newspaper men, one from each of five 
Los Angeles newsinipers. are iu charge, with George 
Beutel, chairman of the Ascot Speedway Associa- 
tion. as general manager. The track Is one of 
seven and a half furlongs, on the inside of the old 
Ascot track, which is now a paved speedway. It 
is claimed to be safe anil fast and especially easy 
on horses with bad legs. As to the general scope 
of expectations a Los Angeles communication 
says : 

“Southern California is filled with tourists now. 
By January 4 it will be jammed. The announcement 
that Tijuana race track will reopen on January 24 
will draw hundreds of horses, horsemen and jockeys 
to the coast, and a great throng of those lovers of 
the sport who will travel a thousand miles to wit- 
ness a good handicap will undoubtedly be in Los 
Angeles for the cqieiung of the meeting. Business 
men of the city are known to look with favor upon 
the experiment. If the full thirty days are run. 
as is confidently anticipated, with sustained in- 
terest anil attendance, it is a certainty that horse 
racing will have received a new start In California . 

“What will follow is purely speculation: but it is 
expected that an effort will be made to pass a law 
in the state legislature legalizing betting on the 
pari-mutuel system approved in other states. 

“Manager Bentel promises clean, high-class racing. 
Tliere will be six races a day, the smallest purse 
$300. At least twice a week there will be high- 
class handicaps. Some surprise feuture races are 
being planned. Some of the best stables in the 
country will be represented, including George Wing- 
field’s, H. Stanfield’s anil James Arthur’s. Every 
effort is lieing made to bring a half dozen or more 
of the best jockeys to ride at this meeting. To 
insure good work in the saddle the Ascot Association 
will add $15 to the $15 to be paid by the owners 
for every winning mount, making $30 in all. or $5 
more than is paid for winning mouuts in the east.”

Governor Morrow Quoted as In- 
timating He Can Appoint a 
New Commission. 



LEXINGTON, Ky.. December 29. — I. 0. Keene, 
mcmlier of the State Racing Commission, appointed 
in November. 1918. by Governor A. O. Stanley, who 
recently was quoted in I^niisville as having ex- 
pressed the belief that “this commission should 
resign iu a body, giving to Governor Morrow the 
opjiortunity to appoint 1*. uew commission, under 
tiie principle that ‘to tiie victor belongs the 
spoils,’ ” today had tiie following to say upon the 
subject : 

“At Senator Camden's home after the meeting of 
tiie commission last Saturday, something was Said 
about our resigning. I expressed tiie opinion that 
it would be to the best interests of racing if we 
would make tiie road smooth for Governor Morrow 
by resigning in a body. Mr. Thomas A. Combs 
said positively “No. no. I'll not resign.” A letter 
was at hand from Judge Allie W. Young, expressing 
a similar position. Mr. William J. Abrams said 
lie would “he witli the majority of the board iu 
the matter.” Senator Camden was non-committal. 

“Just a night or two ago I rode out from Lex- 
ington as far as my home in an automobile with 
Governor Morrow anil Rex Carpenter. They were 
on their way to Frankfort. Governor Morrow, in 
the course of our conversation, said: ‘I am friendly 
to racing ami want to continue so. I have made tip 
my mind to appoint a new racing commission and 
to remove racing from politics. It is. under estab- 
lished precedent in other boards or commissions, 
not necessary Hint the present racing commissioners 
resign in order to give me tiie right of appoint- 
ment. its Will lie determined by proceedings if they 
do not resign, but their resigning in a body would 
remove tiie iwssibilit.v of au entanglig fight.’ 

"I told Governor Morrow lie could have my resig- 
nation at any time, and he replied that my resig- 
nation alone would not. be sufficient. 

“ ‘I want them all or none.” lie said, and added: 
‘There will not be a (iclitieian on the commission 
I will appoint, and it will be made up of men who 
have- the security of racig at hear.’ ”

Easily Best Ever Held on the Island — American 

Patronage Exceedingly Large and Increasing. 

HAVANA, Cuba. December 29. — With t lie advent 
of the holiday season the Oriental Park race meeting 
can lie said to he at its height, and it is easily 
the most successful meeting since the plant was 
first opened in the early months of 1915. Americans 
are already here iu large nunils-rs. and if they con- 
tinue to arrive at the present rate the question 
of supplying accommodations will become a most 
serious one. The hotels are already crowded and 
many of the newcomers have been forced to seek 
quarters iu the residential section of Vedado, or 
in the pretty town of Murinnao, in which the race 
track is situated. City hotels are booked solidly 
tip to April 1, and every room in the reconstructed 
Sevilla, conducted by the Bowman interests of New 
York, lias been reserved for a period of three 
months. This hotel. Which will cater to the 
wealthy, will ho formally oiiened New Year’s day. 
Naturally there has lteen an advance in the price 
of accommodations and living, but they have not 
readied the boom prices of large American cities. 
One can still live iu Havana within a reasonable 
limit of expense. 

The delay in completing the clubhouse at the 
race track lias not curtailed the gayety during 
big race days to any extent. The social element 
continues to patronize the sport, a section of the 
grandstand having been set aside for tiie club 
members. An innovation is the dancing pavilion at 
the western end of the stand. Work is being rushed 
on the clubhouse, and it is believed it will lie ready 
for the formal opening New Year’s day. President 
M. G. Menocal and li is official family have signi- 
fied their iutention of being present. 

Now that tiie stake fixtures are being decided 
(lie racing is taking on an added interest, which 
was somewhat lacking during tiie first four weeks. 
After the New Year’s Handicap a stake race will lie 
offered every week until tiie close of the season, 
March 28. The Grand National Handicap and tiie 
Cuban Derby, both with an endowment of $10,001), 
are easily the most- valuable of the stakes. They 
will lie run the closing weeks of the meeting. Both 
attracted a goodly number of entries. The Cuba 
Juvenile Stakes, the only st.ake for two-year-olds 
of 1920. also brought out a liberal list of nomina- 
tions, and will have its running toward the latter 
part of tiie meeting. 

Among the thousands of Americans who are here 
for the racing season are many well-known ball 
players, who are either here for pleasure or are 
employed in various capacities. Among the numlier 
are Larry Doyle, the Giant’ second baseman, who 
is employed in one of the books; Frank Schulte, 
the former Cub player, and who last season man- 
aged the Binghamton team of the International 
League, and who is also working for a bookmaker; 
E<1 Holly, shortstop with the St. Louis Cardinals; 
Hans Libert. formerly with New York mid Cincin- 
nati. and \V . Sliipke, formerly with Washington, 
but later manager of the Omaha Western League 
Club. Holly is working in a bock, while Lobert 
anil Shipkc are employed in the pari-mutuel depart- 
ment. 

Tiie crack three-yenr-old Col. Taylor, which J. 
T. Ireland raced so successfully in Kentucky and 
brought here last fall in tiie cxjieetation of garner- 
ing many of the handicap purses, lias so far proved 
a (lisa pi (ointment. He has been under colors several 
times, hut lias not succeeded in winning a race. 
The eolt struck himself in his work during the 
early part of the season, from which injury lie has 
not yet fully recovered. Trainer Ireland lias also 
lieen unfortunate with liis good fonr-year-old Dark 
Hill, which came here witli much promise. He 
also met with an accident that lias stopped him.
